WATCHING 
IMMIGRATION 
CLOSELY 


NEW YORK, February 12—The greatest menace con- 


fronting the United States today is the 
possibility of the ty- 


phus plague, according to Dr. Royal Copeland, Health Com- 
missioner of New York City. 


The disease is being kept out of the country and so far 


the only known cases are those of immigrants detained on an 
inland in New York bay. 


"The danger is very real," Copeland said in an interview 


with the United Press today, "unless federal, state and port 
authorities co-operate immediately in combating the influx oi 
immigrants from the typhus infected districts of Europe. 


President Wilson recommends that immigration from the 


disease ravaged areas be stopped. 


Dr. Copeland issued an order requiring all trans-Atlantic 


passengers arriving here to pass a rigorous health examination 
before admittance. 
This became effective 
today. 
Similai 


action was taken by New Jersey authorities. 


If it broke out in New York the entire country would bt 


exposed to the greatest plague in its history. 


"The situation brought about by our recent 
influenzr 


epidemir would be nothing compared ot it," Dr. 
Copeland 


said.

There was a strong move- 


ment on foot to have this road go up the valley, largely on »c- . 
count of the grade and the elimination of railroad grade cro»- 
sings. 
It is thought nowtfthat the road would serve more 


people and be more advantageous by following the' present 
route up the hill. For the purpose of eliminating the grade 
crossings it is proposed to take 
over the present borough 


jridge 
across Anderson 
creek and erect a county bridge 


across the railroad tracks and Anderson creek, the bridge to 
start from the corner .near the Catholic church thus eliminat-
